A TURN in the tendency of our foreign trade became 
very marked in the figures for December and January. 
Turn in he excess of exports of merchandise 
Our over imports stands at $66,777,334 for 
Foreign January-last, and the excess of exports 
Trade. = for the seven months from July 1, 1910, 
to January 31, I911, is $363,029,580. This is an aver- 
age excess of exports of about $52,000,000 per month; 
it derives its chief significance from comparisons with 
a year ago and from the great change which has taken 
place within the last four months. In January, 1910, 
the excess of exports over imports was only $10,791,- 
157, and the excess for the seven months ending with 
January was $193,493,200. 

One most striking feature of these figures is the cre- 
ation of an export balance of $363,000,000 in seven 
months. The entire export balance of the calendar 
year ending with December last was only $301,603,- 
648. Of this amount about $250,000,000 was contrib- 
uted by the last three months of the year, and now that 
the January figures of this year have added nearly 
$67,000,000, the balance stands for the last four 
months at about $317,000,000. It is not to be expected 
that such a large excess of exports will continue 
through the spring, but apparently there is reason to 
anticipate an improvement in this respect over last 
year. 

A heavy movement of cotton at its present high price 
has undoubtedly had a share in increasing the volume 
of exports, which were larger in December than in 
any month in the previous history of the country, and 
were larger in January than in any previous January, 
except the one which immediately followed the panic 
of 1907. There is a curious similarity between the 
trade movement of that time and the present. Total 
exports for the four months ended with January, 1908, 
were about $798,000,000; for the four months ended 
with January last they were $838,000,000. Such figures 
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are without parallel in any other period of four months 
in our commercial history. Evidently, if this country 
is under heavy obligations abroad, it has been employ- 
ing its great productive resources recently, as in 1907 
and 1908, in the task of liquidation. 

On the side of imports of merchandise there is not 
a serious decline as compared with a year ago, but there 
is no advance in volume corresponding to the increase 
in exports. Receipts from customs began to show the 
effect of declining purchases only in January, when 
customs payments fell, as compared with last year, 
about $1,440,000.

Canada. John E. Kehl, of Sydney, Cape Breton, 
recently received notice from the collector of customs 
in Halifax that advertising matter (a retail catalogue 
weighing 334 pounds) was being held, pending the 
payment of 54 cents duty. The catalogue was ad- 
dressed to the consulate at Sydney, Cape Breton. 

For the benefit of interested parties, we quote in 
part the Canadian customs regulations on advertising 
matter : 

Duty at the rate of 15 cents per pound, under tariff 
item 126, is to be collected on circulars, fly sheets and 
other advertising matter (except catalogues and price 
lists for wholesale only) when imported by mail ad- 
dressed to individuals or otherwise. When duty re- 
mains unpaid for 60 days, the matter is to be treated 

s “unclaimed.” At the expiration of six months, the 
inspector may direct the matter to be destroyed in 


default of payment of duty. 
Bona fide trade catalogues and price lists of goods 


for wholesale, not exceeding three to one address, may 
be admitted through the mails free of customs duty: 
Provided, however, that such catalogues and price lists 
shall not be held to include almanacs or advertising 
periodicals or printed matter designed to advertise the 
sale of goods by any person in Canada. 


The collector of customs at the port where such 
printed matter arrives in large quantities usually noti- 
fies the sender that it is dutiable, and that if a remit- 
tance is made to cover the amount due the matter will 
be released and forwarded to the addressees. In single 
cases the addressee is notified, and quite frequently 
refuses to pay the duty. 








Dr. Gilbert Reid, a resident of China, who recently 
visited this country, made some clear statements about 
the conditions of American export trade. 

Careless =n the whole his view of the situation is 
er worsen encouraging. Even in the Far East Amer- 
ican exporters are meeting competition 

bravely, and carrying their trade into remote parts of 
China. But our exporters still have much to learn. 
The profits in home trade have been so satisfying to 
merchants and manufacturers that the export trade has 
languished, and not only in the Far East, but in South 
and Central America, and in Mexico as well, the 
English, Germans and French control certain branches 
in which they would never have gained first place 
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except through sheer heedlessness and inactivity on 
the part of Americans. 

Dr. Reid spoke of the need of carefully packing ex- 
ports for trade in far-off lands. Many American ex- 
porters sadly neglect this precaution. Goods that are 
to be transported by sea and land, in many convey- 
ances, and frequently on barrows, or muleback, before 
they reach their destination, are often carelessly and 
insecurely packed. At Salina Cruz not long ago a 
party of visiting Americans saw huge piles of Ameri- 
can goods shipped to Hawaii by way of the Tehuante- 
pec Railway, the wrappings of which had become loos- 
ened, while in some cases the contents were emerging 
from the packages. These were exhibited, by a com- 
patriot, as fair examples of American packing. The 
goods were shipped from New York, and transferred 
to the railway at Coatzacoalcos. Presumably they 
were eventually transhipped at Salina Cruz without 
great loss. But what would have happened to them if 
transportation over mountain paths on burros had 
been necessary before they could reach their destina- 
tion? 

It is an old, old story that American trade is disin- 
clined to adapt itself to the conditions that must be 
met in the Far East and Spanish-American countries. 
There has been some improvement of late. American 
exporters are beginning to wake up. But their sleep 
has lasted longer than Rip Van Winkle’s, and as they 
are awakened they find desirable foreign trade more 
difficult. to conquer than it would have been a gener- 
ation ago. 








WHAT appears to be a wholly common-sense de- 
cision as to where the liability rests in the case of 
forged checks under certain conditions 


oo —although precedents to the contrary 
Corsed — exist, no doubt—is that by Supreme 


Court Justice Greenbaum in the case of 
the Mercantile National Bank of New York against 
a broker, one Silverman, who makes a business of 
lending money to United States army officers upon 
assignments of their salaries, says an exchange. 


About four years ago this broker received a letter 
purporting to be from a lieutenant-colonel of the 
coast-artillery corps stationed at Washington apply- 
ing for a discount on three of his monthly pay vouch- 
ers amounting to $1,000 and also for a discount on 
three pay vouchers for $195 each to a captain in the 
same service and on the same station. The broker 
looked up the names in the Army Register and found 
the officers named on duty where they were supposed 
to be and later forwarded the money on the vouchers, 
after taking his discount of Io per cent, making a 
total of $1,426. It developed afterward that the offi- 
cers named had no dealings with Silverman and never 
got the money, but that another army officer had 
forged the names on the vouchers and as indorsers 
on the broker’s checks and had cashed the latter over 
the counter of the American National Bank in Wash- 
ington; when these checks reached the New York 
bank on which they had been drawn by the broker 
they were paid without hesitation. 

The broker set up the contention that the bank had 
no business to pay them and that it was liable for the 
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face of them, because the relationship of debtor and 
creditor existed between himself and the bank and 
“payments made upon forged instruments are at the 
peril of the bank ;” but the court ruled that the bank is 
relieved ot liability if sufficient negligence of the de- 
positor is shown. In this instance, it was pointed out, 
the broker had not used sufficient care to ascertain 
whether or not the signature to the application for the 
loan was genuine or whether or not the vouchers were 
valid or if he was sending the checks to the genuine 
persons named, Justice Greenbaum added this in ruling 
against the broker and in favor of the New York bank: 

Where checks are carelessly issued, affording op- 
portunities on the part of one who has fraudulently 
acquired them from the maker to consummate the 
fraud by having them cashed through his indorse- 
ments, the loss should fall upon him through whose 
initial negligent acts the checks came into posses- 
sion of the impostor rather than upon the bank, 
whose added carelessness permitted the accomplish- 
ment of the fraud. 


In other words, presumably, had the two officers 
whose names were fraudulently used in the transac- 
tion as a matter of fact and actually made application 
for the loans and assigned their pay vouchers and 
had the checks been mailed to them in due course but 
been stolen before delivery to them and been cashed 
by the thief upon forged indorsements, the broker 
who drew the checks could not be made to stand the 
loss; for there would have been no “careless issue” of 
them and. no “initial negligence.” Still, generally 
stated, both banks in this instance cashed forged 
checks. 

What will cause surprise, however, is that the Wash- 
ington bank cashed these ehecks without any effort 
apparently to establish the genuineness of the indors- 
ing signatures or the identity of the person presenting 
the checks for payment. There was most certainly 
“carelessness” in that transaction—although it does 
not appear under this decision to have been fatal “care- 
lessness.”’

“Blues and Their Cure” is one of the subjects as- 
signed for study by the students of an Eastern college. 
The teacher in charge has raised the question whether 
the blues are contagious, whether they are due to a 
germ or whether they are a manifestation of a nervous 
affliction, and the students are asked to investigate the 
subject thoroughly and submit their reports. Those 
students will prove benefactors of their race if they 
succeed in discovering a remedy that will not only 
cure the blues in the individual, but enable him to 
pass the remedy on to victims similarly afflicted.

Get out into 
the open, take a long walk and pump the fresh air in- 
to your germ-laden system; assert yourself and, in a 
pinch, observe your fellow men and decide for your- 
self how much better off you are than most of them. 
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There’s an old myth that the blues are a mock dis- 
ease, due to allowing the devil to get into your life, 
because he has an idle hour and nothing else to do. 
The remedy then is to make it uncomfortable for the 
devil and knock him out by activities in good work. 
There’s always great satisfaction in such achieve- 
ments, and this remedy will do very well until the col- 
lege students now studying the problem report some 
more down-to-date remedy.

There is one of our mental powers that is like a 
wizard. It is a charmer, a conjurer. Life would be 
dull, indeed, without this faculty; yet it is often the 
destroyer of life itself. It is both a help and a peril, 
a comfort and a torture, a force for success and a clog 
that makes men limp and fall. The imagination is 
the most difficult of management. Probably no one 
ever really successfully managed his powers of imagi- 
nation. Yet it is absolutely necessary to have it well in 
hand. If the imagination gets into the habit of pictur- 
ing evils and dangers which do not exist, or exaggerat- 
ing them, he must rebel and force his imagination to 
keep within lines of the probable. Try to square it with 
facts and refuse to be influenced by imaginary moods 
that put you in fear. It is the imagination which bor- 
rows trouble. No other mental faculty has anything 
to do with these torturing evils, and if it gets in the 
habit it is remarkable to what a distressing riot of 
terrorizing it can go. The victim of mental depression 
must go to work on his imagination and curb it. 
Imaginary advantages are treason. You picture to 
yourself what you hope for, you dwell on the advan- 
tageous features of the outlook till they seem real. 
You lose the bearings of fact. Then into this rosy 
future you march quite ill prepared for the obstacles. 
For it is a trick of the air-castle mood to charm and 
entertain us. We enjoy the day dream and indulge it. 
Not that we are too hopeful, but that we lose our 
bearings in a kind of intoxicating delight. It is as 
fatal as borrowing trouble to borrow success, the other 
extreme, and the same queer mental faculty is respon- 
sible for both. There are people who never live in 
a real world. Many are always dreaming of happi- 
ness that is only theirs in reverie, as they are cast 
down by woes that never will happen. By continual 
indulgence in these flights of fancy they become un- 
reliable in the employ of others and in their own em- 
ploy. Imagination should pull, like a horse. It should 
be our helper when cold reasoning gives no verdict. 
It should assist courage which is likely to fail and hope 
that is enfeebled. Imagination is the chief tool of the 
novelist and poet, the playwright and the painter. The 
pictured fancy can be set to music and it can be 
wrought into stone. Architect and composer see and 


‘ hear by other eyes and ears than dullards. The trav- 


eler away from home can imagine the moonbeams 
falling over the distant home gables and be happy. 
The prisoner of hope can endure his present ills by 
looking on his joyful visions. There is no end to the 
good that a healthy imagination can bestow. But the 


judgment must reign supreme. The clear perception 


of present duty and the unbroken chain of work, 
work, work, if you would enjoy, must always steady 
the mind. There is no use in imagining evil, in any 
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place, at any time. Sufficient unto the day is the evil 
thereof.

Have charity ; that is, as a means of success. The 
duty of extending charity in thought about one’s fel 
lows goes without saying. The practical value of a 
benignant forbearance is not so obvious at first view. 
To overlook the small offenses of one’s associates is 
absolutely necessary for economy of time. Life is too 
short to notice all the shortcomings that could be ob- 
served, pondered and duly registered. Gossip is pure 
burning of time. There is nothing newsy in it except 
the libel of some name of an acquaintance. All the 
small faults belong to us all. If a man of affairs, of 
ambition, of action wishes for anything it is for a day 
of thirty hours. He can hardly hide his contempt for 
the man who takes his hour to detail an uncharitable 
story. He who will only do business with the perfect 
man will not do much. He who is hampered by sus- 
picion will not act with energy. It is both wise and 
humane to throw the mantle of good-will over defects 
that you know and do the best you can with such 
timber as each man presents. -Blacklists do not pay, 
for they are founded on an error. There is no fixity 
to character. The bad man of yesterday may repent. 
The good man of today may go wrong tomorrow. 
One’s past record is a guide as to the probabilities of 
the present. Why not, then, take the kindlier judg- 
ment that this morning at least the man means to do 
right? There is nothing more base than to exploit 
the vicious points in a man’s character. No lasting 
success can come from working the evil side of an- 
other. Therefore we are compelled, by the very na- 
ture of things, to see the good and employ that, for 
good there is in nearly all men.

Who ever forgets some charitable re- 
mark, some good-natured excuse that he hears some 
one made for his faults? And for years that behind- 
the-back kind word is cherished, the speaker is secretly 
and sincerely liked.

NEW TYPE OF STOVEPIPE FASTENER. 








United States Patent No. 988,164 has been granted 
to John L. Bartels of Forest City, Ill., on a stovepipe 
fastener, which consists of the combination with a 
pair of connected stove pipe sections; of circumscrib- 
ing clamp§ each detachably connected to one of the 
stove pipe sections and each provided with a rectangu- 
lar offset portion lying beneath the respective stove 
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New Stove Pipe Fastener. 


pipe section, and a bar having a rectangular cross 
section closely fitting the offset portions of the clamps 
whereby lateral deflection of the joint is prevented, 
the bar having downwardly turned extremities engag- 
ing respective edges of the respective offset portion 
whereby the pipe sections are prevented from separat- 
ing and the joint between the sections is prevented 


from sagging. 
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STOVE COMPETITION IN WESTERN CANADA. 





Hardware and Metal, Toronto, Canada, tells of the 
stove competition in the Northwest by the stove 
“hawkers” who are taking the trade away from the 
local dealers by making a house-to-house canvass at 
the stove-buying season. The article is as follows: 

“In the Canadian Northwest the stove trade is de- 
veloping with truly remarkable celerity. With set- 
tlers pouring in by the thousands and tens of thou- 
sands, there is a demand for stoves of all kinds, which 
not only keeps the stove manufacturers busy at the 
present time, but spells future prosperity in that 
branch of industry. 


“So far Canadian manufacturers have maneged to 
control the Western market pretty thoroughly, but 
opposition from without is beginning to assert it- 
self. Writing from the West, a United States consul 
addresses the following note to the American Govern- 
ment : 

“*Western Canada is developing’ rapidly, and the 
thousands of settlers who come into this territory 
every year, no matter how well equipped they may 
be with farming implements and household necessi- 
ties, rarely ever bring a stove. Practically the first 
purchase they make upon arrival is a stove, and it 
is interesting to note the development of the idea. 
First, it is an ordinary wood heater, which retails for 
$1 to $4 and burns only wood. This is used for a 
time as a combination cooking stove and heater, but 
rapidly gives way, within the first few weeks, to a 
rancher’s stove, which burns either wood or coal and 
is also adaptable as a heating and cooking stove. After 
the first crop, a larger heating stove is purchased, 
and a range becomes a necessity. Now, the popular 
range in Western Canada is one which sells for $14 
to $18, and is made in Canada. Since the Canadian 
tariff of 1907 there has been some effort made to 
interest the manufacturers of the United States in 
producing a stove which can be sold at that price in 
Western Canada, but the cost of transportation plus 
the 25 per cent duty has made it practically impos- 
sible. It is believed, however, that the American 
manufacturers can compete with the Canadian makers 
of the higher class range, the one which has an enor- 
mous sale in Western Canada and retails for $35 to 
$50. The requirements of this market are for a steel 
range with malleable iron top with 9-inch holes and 
a reservoir on the side.’ 

“The general manager of one of the largest stove 
manufacturing concerns in Canada made the state- 
ment a few days ago that fully 5,000 malleable 
ranges had been sold in the West during the past 
year by American ‘hawkers.’ These transient traders 
descend on a certain section of the Western country 
and canvass it through and through. They drive out 
into the country and take samples of their stoves 
along with them. They are persistent, plausible and 
not at all afraid to claim for their particular article 
every virtue on the stove calendar and to impute every 
fault imaginable to home makes. Consequently they 
meet with a certain amount of success wherever 
they go. 
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“This system of selling constitutes a menace to the 
local dealer. The stove retailers of the West should 
not lose time in raising the barriers to the unwelcome 
visitor from over the border, the ubiquitous stove 
hawker. They can do it by educating the people in 
their neighborhood to know a good stove, to prefer 
quality to any other virtue, real or fancied. In their 
own interests, it will pay them to educate the resi- 
dents of their district up to the stage where the ar- 
guments of the transient trader will fall on deaf ears.”

A FEW TIMELY TIPS TO TRAVELING 
SALESMEN. 





The traveling, salesman should always be on his 
guard against being influenced by local prejudices in 
sizing up a dealer. Men of really staunch character 
and fine business capacity are frequently underrated 
by their neighbors and sometimes by their friends, on 
account of some peculiarity which has no bearing 
upon his standing as a desirable customer. These 
same neighbors and friends are also liable to err in 
recognizing important characteristics. Heérein lies 
much of the trouble experienced by the various com- 
mercial reporting agencies which depend upon fellow 
townsmen for estimates of the standing of dealers con- 
cerning whom inquiries are made. The wideawake 
salesman will investigate his man systematically and, 
practically, independently. Of course he will consider 
what he hears; but he will measure it and weigh it 
several times before he will accept it at anywhere near 
its face value. 

When a salesman has succeeded in selling a mer- 
chant a full line to replace a competing line previously 
carried he obligates himself to aid that dealer in every 
possible way to clear his shelves of the old stock by 
inaugurating a good system of advertising and clear- 
ance sale announcements that will “pull” the trade on 
the sale and prepare the public for the offering of the 
new stock. This takes time and hard work, but it is 
an important part of business building—it is found- 
ing that business upon a rock and may be regarded as 
an insurance upon the permanency of that customer’s 
patronage. 

When the science of salesmanship is practically ap- 
plied you may depend upon it that the results will 
prove satisfactory. There is a little story going the 
rounds of the press at the present time which illus- 
trates this point admirably. For years and years at- 
tempts had been made to introduce clover into Aus- 
tralia, and year after year failure attended every ef- 
fort. The farmers could not understand it. The 
soil was good. The climate was absolutely right. But 
the clover would not seed. Then along came a prac- 
tical scientist and he set out to find the cause of the 
trouble. He did not discover it until he reached the 
realm of natural history where he struck up an ac- 
quaintance with the Australian bees and found that 
they are a short-tongued set of honeymakers that 
could not reach the nectar cups of the clover blos- 
soms and accordingly left them severely alone. This 
destroyed all chance of the transfer of clover pollen 
and seed fertilization was impossible. Now, having 
discovered the trouble, that scientist, being a practical 
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fellow, sent to this country for a large supply of 
bumblebees, members of the bee family that have 
such lengthy tongues they would be gossips if they 
could talk. And lo! Clover is flourishing in Australia 
now like a green bay tree. Science did the business. 

One of the most valuable assets of any business 
concern is its trade-mark, if it be properly used; but 
the average salesman does not seem to realize it. It 
is frequently a better moneymaker than the name of 
the house and has the great advantage of not requir- 
ing the weight of years before the public to give it 
force. If it is the trade-mark of a meritorious article 
that has been properly placed on the market the sales- 
man ought to consider himself doubly armed to resist 
competition and, if by some mischance or carelessness 
he does not know how to utilize it in getting business, 
he ought to undertake immediately an educational 
course with himself; for he certainly does not under- 
stand the goods unless he knows the value of the 
trade-mark. 

The small things count. It was Henry Clay who 
remarked that, “It is the picayune favors of life that 
count in this world.” 

The salesman who makes careful note of the little 
things finds that he ha&’ secured a wonderful leverage 
on business; for the average dealer is wedded to his 
prejudices, and the only thing is to find out what they 
are and adjust the conditions accordingly. 

The salesman who fails to get the business is not 
always blamable. Too many houses still believe 
that salesmen are born, that salesmanship just comes 
naturally to them and that is all there is to it. If this 
were wholly true, experience and an understanding 
of the business would amount to very little; but both 
are educational and are direct proof that education is 
the great essential in business. The house that be- 
lieves in practical education will require it of its men 
and place a bar on a considerable amount of poor 
work.

Reservations are already being made for space in 
the exhibit hall at Central City Park, Macon, Ga., 
when the Georgia Retail Hardware Dealers meet there 
in May. From the interest taken by the manufac- 
turers and the hardware trade generally, this promises 
to be a well-attended meeting. 


The American Steel and Wire Company, operating 
between 90 per cent and 95 per cent of capacity 
throughout the month of March, established a new 
high record in production. It turned out in finished 
wire and wire products a volume of business at the 
rate of 1,800,000 and 1,900,000 tons annually. 


The Syleecau Manufacturing Company of Rock 
Hill, S. C., which was organized a number of years 
ago by J. B. Sykes and J. C. Cauthen of Rock Hill 
and W. S. Lee, Jr., of Charlotte, has increased its capi- 
tal stock from $10,000 to $25,000, and has leased one 
of the store rooms in the Barber-Sykes building on 
Hampton street, where the main office will be located. 
The company will carry a full line of builders’ hard- 
ware, etc. 

In an address delivered at a banquet given by the 
Allentown Chamber of Commerce at Allentown, Pa., 
recently, Charles M. Schwab, president of the Bethle- 
hem Steel Works, predicted that Allentown would 
again be the center of the leading iron and steel-pro- 
ducing section of the country. This supremacy went 
to Pittsburgh through the discovery of the lake ores, 
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but Mr. Schwab expects the utilization of Cuban, 
Spanish and South American ores to place the Allen- 
town district to the front again. 


The United States Steel Corporations’ fourth indus- 
try was formally placed in operation April 11th, when 
the first coke was produced at the new coke ovens at 
Gary, Ind., built at a cost of $8,500,000. A force of 
830 men will be required to operate the ovens, which 
are 560 in number. With the placing of these ovens in 
operation the steel corporation’s western plants at 
Gary, Joliet, South Chicago, and Milwuakee and other 
points will not have to secure their blast furnace coke 
from the Pennsylvania fields. Besides the byproducts 
the Gary ovens will produce 2,500,000 tons of coke 
annually, and 7,000 tons of bituminous coal will be 
consumed daily. 


At a meeting of the directors of the Stanley Rule & 
Level Co., New Britain, Conn., held March 2gth, Alix 
W. Stanley was elected president, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Charles E. Mitchell. Robert 
N. Peck was elected. vice-president and Charles B. 
Stanley secretary and treasurer. Alix W. Stanley is 
the son of F. N. Stanley and a grandson of Henry 
Stanley, former presidents of the company. He en- 
tered the employ of the company at the death of Presi- 
dent Charles L. Mead and was made assistant secre- 
tary shortly afterwards. He was made secretary in 
1900 and vice-president in 1902. Mr. Peck goes up 
from the office of second vice-president, which office is 
now abolished. Charles B. Stanley has been treasurer 
since 1900 and now has the added duties of secretary.

‘about it and once in a while puts in a small display 
but when he enters THE AMERICAN ARTISAN Com- 
petition, it is not long before he takes an interest in 
his windows without the help of the contest, for there 
is a pleasure in the work, when one has begun to 
study it and watch what others are doing. 

THE AMERICAN ARTISAN has done much to create 
the interest in windows which has been so marked 
in the past few years. It has, of course, meant con- 
siderable outlay of time, money and labor on our part 
but we feel that we have been amply repaid for our 
efforts by the interest shown in these contests by the 
hardware trade and the many expressions of praise 
we have received.

ORIGINALITY IMPORTANT IN WINDOW 
TRIMMING. 


BY E. J. BRACHT. 
The average clerk finds it rather hard to trim win- 
dows; he has so many other things to think of and 
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it’s hard, too, to be a card writer and a stove man 
at the same time. 

A great many of us do have all of these things to 
do, and if we only had window trimming to do, we 
might be more proficient. But it’s dig away and plan 
for better things; doing your best is the best way to 
succeed. To the trimmer of much experience there 
is little to say; he knows his business. He thinks for 
himself, knows how to put in original trims, is pro- 
ficient in card writing and is able to put in all kinds 
of displays with the use of painted backgrounds, re- 
lief work, papier mache work, and other features that 
go to make window trimming a real art. 

But it’s the clerk who is trimming windows, who is 
looking forward to these columns for a little help. 
Most any of us can recall in our minds the rapid 
advance window trimming has made within the last

few years, especially among the hardware merchants. 
We remember how few trimmed their windows and 
how few there were who did realize the great advan- 
tages in window displays. We can recall a few years 
ago how they were awakened. How they were stirred 
up and kept stirred and stirred and stirred until we 
wondered how much stirring they would get. The 
credit for this stirring up, I believe, could be laid to 
a great extent at the doors of our wide-awake journals 
and trade papers. Among these, THe AMERICAN 
ARTISAN could be placed at the head of the list. 

We see the wonderful results of window displays ; 
we see advance after advance; we follow on and on 
with the swift journey of advancement ever forward 
and forward. We have seen the old country store 
with no display windows at all; we ,have seen later 
the store fronts with their massive corner-posts and 
supports, obstructing the view and spoiling the effect 
of a neat display that was thought most perfect; and 
we see today the moaern store fronts with their elabo- 
rate displays—yes, we have noted the advancement 
and wonder what next and how much farther. 
The inexperienced trimmer often wonders where the 
ideas for a display are gotten from; he wonders like 
the reader of a magazine who is reading monthly 
write-ups, written by some artist. He wonders if 
the writer will ever run out of thought. 


If the trimmer continues to follow others and never 
tries to do something original he surely will run out

sooner or later. He must be original. Time is now 
when just mere piling in merchandise in neat arrange- 
ment will not do. All merchants may not have enough 
goods to completely fill a large window and the public, 
too, are looking forward to other things than mere 
merchandise settings. The trimmer must be able to 
make neat attractive displays with a very small amount 
or variety of goods. He must be a leader; he must be 
ahead of the public ; he must lead them on andon. Put 
in a display in such a way that it will surprise every 
passerby ; give them a show they have never seen the 
like of ; make them say, “What do you think of that?” 

Make neat simple windows, bright, new and orig- 
inal—it can be done with practically no expense what- 
ever. 


Any trimmer with a little forethought will get a 
great many ideas from anything and everything he 
comes in touch with during the day. During his con- 
versation with others he will get ideas, by looking at 
pictures, from post-cards, and many other things. 

Transfer your window into a garden spot, a back- 
yard, a room, porches, steps, houses and what-not. 
Oh, there are a thousand ways. Break away occasion- 
ally from your old set ways of displaying. Go to some 
work to put in a display; it will pay. In the spring 
use natural ground for your garden tool display, real 
branches, etc. Construct fences, houses, etc. Use 
real sod, plants and other things to give life and effect 
to your windows, Use coal in your stove displays and 
linens for your wash and ironing goods display. A 
suitable piece of furniture adds much to a display. 
Get these things from your home if not obtainable 
elsewhere. There is no end to the many ways of win- 
dow trimming if you once get started to thinking right. 

And after all—it’s only through your own thinking 
that advancement and success comes. The more you 
think, the more ideas—the more advancement—the 
more success—the more everything. Just think— 
that’s all.

The Nicholson File Co., Providence, Rhode Island, 
have just issued a catalogue which demonstrates that 
art can be used in displaying files as well as any other 
branch of the hardware trade. The book is printed 
on high finish enameled paper, and panel tint blocks 
are used to make the illustrations of the files stand 
out to full advantage. Wash drawings showing the 
plants of the company at Providence, Rhode Island, 
Anderson, Indiana, and Patterson, New Jersey, are 
shown, and when one looks at them they can judge 
something of the magnitude of this business. The 
balance of the catalogue is devoted to illustrations of 
the files. In these pages there will be found a file 
for every need; from an eighteen inch rasp to a three 
inch manicure file. 

The Nicholson File Co. was founded by Mr. Wm. 
Thomas Nicholson shortly after the Civil War. Be- 
lieving that he could hope to make a success only by 
fully understanding the details of the business, he de- 
voted himself to the study of file making in all its 
branches, even investigating the methods used in 
England, where most of the files used in this country 
came from at that time. He organized the Nichol- 
son File Co., in 1864, and for a time had a hard 
struggle to keep the business on its feet. Machine cut 
files were new in those days and it was hard to over- 
come the prejudice of mechanics against them. There 
had too, been several similar factories started at this 
time, involving about two million dollars, which were 
ultimately failures. Having a firm belief in his files, 
Mr. Nicholson kept the products of his company con- 
stantly before the public and by keeping up the qual- 
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ity, overcame the prejudice, and the business grew 
and increased facilities became necessary. 

Later the manufacture of files for jewelers and 
other fine tooth files was taken up and the ordinary 
capacity of the works of the firm at Providence, from 
a small beginning of three hundred dozen files per 
day, was increased to fifteen hundred dozen per day.

From Providencé factories alone 3,500 different 
kinds of files are made and as each file is handled 
many times before it is finally wrapped ready for the 
market, some idea can be gained of the magnitude of 
this business. 

With the past before them, the present manage- 
ment seems determined to merit the support that has 
been given them by the file using mechanics of the 
country. To do this they insist that every file be 
thoroughly examined for shape, cutting qualities, 
soundness, and temper, before leaving the factory, 
and from this examination they have such faith in 
their files that they guarantee them to give satisfac- 
tion.

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ROLLER SKATES IN MALTA. 








From Consul James Oliver Laing in Consular and 
Trade Reports: 

There is a market for American roller skates in 
Malta. About a year ago a rink was opened in Sliema, 
the summer-home district of Malta. The Sliema rink 
is only about 25 minutes by boat or walking from 
Valletta, the capital of the islands. Its patrons are 
practically all who care to skate and who live in the 
winter or the summer city. 

Roller skating, or “rinking” as it is called here after 
the English fashion, is a fad at present in England, 
and all the British who come here and have a liking for 
skating at once patronize the rink, The Maltese are 
also taking it up and have many expert skaters. 

The rink itself is in the open air surrounded by 
high stone walls of the soft, whitish cream-colored 
stone of the islands, the floor being of finely surfaced 
cement. It is lighted by large gas burners using a 
mantle similar to the Welsbach. Benches are placed 
around the sides, back of which vines grow over the 
cream-colored stone. There is a roofed pavilion and 
a buffet. The rink is about 90 feet long and 50 feet 
wide. Skating is possible in Malta almost all the year. 

A visit to the rink showed 15 or 20 different kinds 
of skates, and all I saw had metal wheels. I am told, 
however, that a few wooden-wheeled skates are sold. 
The four illustrations transmitted with this report 
represent the types most commonly used by men. 
Skates for women preserve the same general features 
as the skates for men, but almost always have a heel 
brace of leather. A few skates are what were called, 
when the roller skating craze was in full swing in the 
United States, “full club’—that is, they have a steel 
clamp on each side of the sole of the shoe and steel 
clamps also for the heel. The favorite style is “half 
club”—that is, clamped at the toe and strapped at the 
heel. 
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The prices range from about 50 cents to about $7.50 
a pair. Skates which sell for $7.50 a pair are fancy. 
A good many sales are made at $2 to $5 a pair. 

It is suggested that American firms correspond with 
Maltese firms, and send with the first letter all the 
advertising matter and catalogues possible, as summer 
is coming, when Sliema will be lively and when most 
of the sales of skates are made. [Illustrations of

NEW IDEAS IN VENTILATION. 





This article from Domestic Engineering of London, 
England, gives the result of an interview with Dr. 
Leonard Hill of London Hospital, a prominent au- 
thority on ventilation. This subject is receiving con- 
siderable attention in this country and many of our 
readers will be interested in the result of this inter- 
view. 

Following up the efforts made by Domestic Engineering 
of London, England, to elucidate the real importance of the 
recent experiments being made by medical men all over the 
world with regard to ventilation, and discover their bearing 
on the, at all times difficult, task of the heating and ventilat- 
ing engineer, I sought an interview with Dr. Leonard Hill, 
of the London Hospital, who has taken a prominent place in 
this matter in this country. 

As was shown in our last issue of this Journal, the ques- 
tion has reached an acute stage in the United States, where 
the combined system of heating and ventilation, as it exists 
in many of the schools, has been pilloried on the ground that

the air is devitalised by excessive heating. There is a grow- 
ing feeling on the other side that this heating of the air from 
110 to 130 degrees F., without sufficient steps being taken 
to maintain the relative humidity, is having a harmful effect 
on the health of the children. 

In this country, the subject to which Dr. Hill has made 
a very notable contribution, takes a somewhat different form. 
Here we are concerned more with an excess of humidity than 
with any deficiency, and the same applies to the question of 
heat. Up to this point Dr. Hill’s pronouncement had been 
that the amount of CO: in the air was of much less im- 
portance than the amount of heat and moisture. 


It was on this that the Editor of Domestic Engineering 
of London, England, sent out the questions to architects and 
others, inviting expressions of opinion as to the necessity for 
a change in the existing standard of air purity as fixed in 
our factory and other laws. 

The indecision of public opinion on the question is suffi- 
ciently demonstrated by the fact that in every case except 
one the answers were to the effect that the writers knew too 
little of the subject to express an opinion. 

A WET-BULB STANDARD. 


I found Dr. Hill in the Physiological Laboratory of the 
well equipped Medical College in connection with the London 
Hospital. I looked around the apartment half hoping to see 
the famous “glass-box” in which the experiments with the 
students to show the relative unimportance of CO: were 
made, but I was not to see that until later. 


I explained to the Doctor that his address before the 
Institution had caused a great deal of thought and discus- 
sion. That some enquirers thought “the v ideas on venti- 
lation” might mean a serious shifting Or ideas as to the 
necessary appliances, and that in one case I had heard the 
opinion expressed “that according to Dr. Hill no ventilation 
was necessary, so long as the air was kept stirred.” 

“Is that really so?” said Dr. Hill. 

“Nay, more,” I said, “I know of one large place of amuse- 
ment, recently opened to the public, where the principle would 
appear to have been adopted, for, except for a few typhoon 
fans to stir up the atmosphere, I understand that no attempt 
at ventilation has been made.” 

“That is remarkable. I should like to see that place,” 
said the Doctor. 

It was arranged that we should visit the hall in ques- 
tion together. 

“But of course, I emphasize the need of pure air as much 
as anyone” went on Dr. Hill, “but it should be cool, it should 
be kept moving, and the humidity should not be excessive.” 

“And the CO: is unimportant?” 

“In ordinary conditions, you never get an amount of CO: 
that can cause any harm,” he replied. 

“Then, would you recommend a change in the existing 
standard which judges the suitability of the air from the 
amount of CO; that it contains?” 

“Yes, I think it advisable. In some of the weaving sheds 
you may have a wet-bulb temperature over 75, which is harm- 
ful, and yet the CO: test may not be exceeded.” 

“But is there not a difficulty in finding an equally simple 
and handy test?” I asked. 

“Not at all. What could be more simple than that the 
Inspector or whoever was concerned should merely consult 
a hygrometer ?” 

“What temperature limits would you fix?” 

“There would, of course, have to be a certain amount of 
latitude. I should say for ordinary rooms or workshops the 
temperature to aim at is 57-60 degrees F. for dry-bulb, in 
which case the wet-bulb should not be lower than 50 degrees 
F. No wet-bulb temperature should under any circumstances 
be allowed to be higher than 70 degrees F. in winter. Efficient 
work and the comfort and health of the workers are lessened 
by wet-bulb temperatures above 70 degrees F. and every 
effort should be made to keep the wet-bulb below that on 
hot close summer days.” 

I then showed the Doctor several cuttings from the 
American Trade Papers dealing with the outcry against 
“cooked” air in the schools over there and asked his opinion 
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as to the harmfulness or otherwise of using the same air 
for heating and ventilation. 
THE BEST SYSTEM OF HEATING AND VENTILATING. 

As regards the statement “The most important thing in 
our lives is that we are able to annex to our bodies a stream 
of radio-activity emanations which are present in the air 
(fresh and uncooked),” Dr. Hill’s comment was truly British 
in its bluntness, “there’s nothing in that” said he “there’s 
not the slightest proof of such radio-activity emanations hav- 
ing any physiological effect.” 

“But as regards heating the air up to 110 or 180 degrees 
F.—there can be no doubt that that is all wrong” he went on. 
“Currents of hot air by striking the skin rob the air of that 
simulating and healthful effect on the metabolism of the body 
which cool fresh air possesses and which is a most important 
factor in building up immunity from disease, the germs of 
which are bound to meet all of us at all times.” 

“Then what do you consider is the best means of heat- 
ing and ventilating?” I queried. 

“The best means for dwelling rooms is undoubtedly the 
old-fashioned open grate. The open grate causes currents of 
fresh cool air to circulate round the room which impinge 
on the skin of the occupants and have a stimulating and 
healthful effect. As to the talk about drafts, drafts are a 
mere bogey, there is no harm in them! You will find the 
person who shivers and complains because the window of a 
railway carriage is left open, will put a rug round his knees 
and go for a motor ride which is very much colder, and 
thoroughly enjoy it.” 

“You know,” the Doctor went on “when Shackleton went 
out to the Antarctic he did not have a cold until having ar- 
rived, he opened his clothesbag and shook out some of the 
germs he had brought from home. Then he had a cold.” 

“May I take it that fresh-air inlet and heating as much 
as possible by radiation, is the system you would most rec- 
ommend?” “Yes, windows going to the top of the room 
and hot-water radiators in front of inlets is, I think, the 
best and simplest method for public buildings. The ideal 
must approximate as near as possible to the natural condi- 
tions. It must be remembered that the human-race has only 
for a few hundred years been used to draft-tight houses 
and life in such conditions is artificial. It is necessary to 
guard against currents of hot dry air which impinge on the 
skin, such as you get from that horrible thing.” 

Here the Doctor pointed to a gas-steam-radiator at the 
other end of the laboratory, and I realized the hot, contracted 
feeling on my face and round my eyes—this, despite the fact 
that standing on top of the radiator, in contact with its hot 
surface, Dr. Hill had placed a tray of water which was vapor- 
izing. “Those radiators should not be allowed to be sold. 
without a proper humidifying-pan being attached,” he said. 

Getting back to the question as to the best means of 
heating and ventilating I gathered that Dr. Hill was averse 
to any system which in any way over-heated the air, or failed 
to ensure the conditions he had already set forth when talking 
of the standard. He said that the American plenum system, 
so far as the extracts I had shown him: were a correct de- 
scription of it, was quite wrong as the forcing in of air heated 
to 110 or 130 degrees and of too low a humidity, would 
depress the metabolism of the body. He thought also that 
the minimum temperature provided for, i. e., 70 degrees F., 
was much too high. 

In reply to a question as to the place of Ozone as an aid 
to ventilation and air-purification, Dr. Hill said he was greatly 
interested in the subject; was in fact in the midst of a num- 
ber of experiiments dealing with the subject, but was not yet 


sufficiestt’ ‘ed to make known any of his conclusions. 

d out to him the following quotation from 
the _r. R. D.. Small’s article on “The present 
statu, _© ae,” which appeared in the last number of this 


Journal as follows: “It is the organic impurities exhaled 
at the same time as the carbon dioxide that are poisonous, so 
merely getting rid of carbon dioxide is a good deal like burn- 
ing up the danger sign to get rid of the danger.” 

“What ground has that writer, or any one else, for saying 
that there are organic chemical poisons in exhaled air? There 
are no physiological facts at all to warrant such a statement. 
Admitted that the exhalations from a number of human 
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bodies, especially in damp weather are unpleasant to the sense 
of smell and should be got rid of, but there is no reason for 
saying that they are poisonous, and it merely shows the loose 
way in which such matters are spoken of.” The reason why 
air should be kept pure is that thereby the number of in- 
fective bacteria in the air is greatly reduced, and infection 
depends on the magnitude of the dose. “There can be no 
doubt,” the Doctor went on, that the ozonising machine is 
likely to be a valuable aid in deodorising and purifying the 
atmosphere in public rooms, but it should be remembered 
that it must only be used in very low concentration. 


High concentrations of ozone are very irritating to the 
lungs and will produce inflammation of the lungs if breathed 


for a considerable time. Fortunately the irritative effect 
gives a good warning. 
THE GLASS HOUSE. 

Then came the invitation which I had been hoping: for 
but hardly expecting. “Would I like to go down and see the 
‘Glass box’ in which experiments were being carried out?” 

Needless to say I went. Through halls and corridors in 
which the future doctors of England were passing to the 
various lecture rooms, we made our way to the basement. 
The “box” is about three feet six inches square and seven 
feet high. It is equipped with an air meter, an electric fan, 
a pulley and weights and other things necessary for the ex- 
periments that are being conducted from time to time. 

When I arrived the box had two occupants, research 
students and an attendant on duty outside the box, to switch 
on the fan, etc., as required and I was interested to notice that 
one of the switches was labeled “ozone.” The research stu- 
dents had at that time been in the box about 90 minutes and 
were breathing an atmosphere in which the amount of CO; 
was up to 5 per cent. The temperature was 85, and the wet- 
bulb 82, or close on saturation point. 

One of the occupants who was not fully clothed was set 
a task of raising a heavy weight a certain number of times 
per minute, breathing through the meter, whilst his fellow 
student noted down the effects. of the labor on pulse, breathing, 
etc. I noticed that the breath-meter showed that the student 
was inhaling from two to two and half litres per inspiration, 
his bodily temperature had risen to 102, and his pulse was 
much above the normal. Altogether he looked as though he 
would be mighty glad when it became his turn to do the jot- 
ting down whilst his companion took a turn at the weight- 
lifting. Certain it is that the experiments when completed and 
fully described will be seen to be a complete demonstration 
of the comparative harmlessness of CO:. 

I was interested also to observe, near the “box” a formid- 
able looking steam-boiler which Dr. Hill explained was used 
for making experiments in connection with compressed air. 
I learned that the Doctor himself has spent as much as seven 
hours on end in that uninviting retreat, and had endured a 
pressure of 75 pounds to the square inch, an experience which 
makes Jonah’s escapade look small. One of the effects of this 
pressure, I understand is to largely increase the quantity of 
nitrogen dissolved in the blood, and the danger of working 
in compressed air exists simply in the fact that if the return to 
normal conditions is not done sufficiently gradually this excess 
of gas effervesces in the blood with serious or fatal results.

ING A TRANSITION FROM AN OCTAGON 
TO A SQUARE, AS AT THE END 
OF A CHAMFER.

In Fig. 222 let C C C C represent the plan of the 
square portion of a shaft and A B A B that of the 
octagon portion. Let K R L be the elevation of the 
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Therefore, before a stretchout of the piece can be 
obtained a correct profile must be developed on a line 
at right angles to its lines, that is, on the line D C. To 
do this proceed as follows: Divide the line L K, as it 
appears in the elevation, into any convenient number 
of spaces, as shown by 1, 2, 3, 4, etc. From the,points 
thus obtained drop lines down upon the side of the 
plan A C, which should be placed in the line below the 
elevation. 

Continue the lines from the side A C across the cor- 
ner, as shown, all parallel to the octagon A B, crossing 
D C, and number the lines to correspond with the

gore piece which is required to form the chiy ge be- 
tween the two shapes. The outline L K, whic} rep- 
resents the intersection of the gore piece with the 
side of the shaft, may be of any shape whatever at the 
pleasure of the designer, the method of*laying out the 
pattern being the same no matter what its outline. 
By reference to the plan it will be seen that the lines 
of the molding, of which L K shows only the termin- 
ation, run octagonally, or in the direction of A B. 


numbers of the points in the elevation from which 
they are derived. Draw the vertical line J G at any 
convenient distance from R K, and cut G J by lines 
drawn at right angles to it from points in L K, as 
shown in the connecting dotted lines. G J may then 
be considered to represent the point C in plan, or 7 
of the numbers on the line D C. 

From G J on each of the several lines, drawn 
through it, lay off a distance equal to the space from 
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D to the corresponding number in the same plan. Thus 
lay off from G J on line 1 a distance equal to 7-r on 
D C, and on line 2 a distance equal to 7-2 of D C, and 
so on for each of the lines drawn through G J. 

Then a line traced through these points, as shown 
by J J, will be the profile of the gore piece, or the 
shape of its section when cut by the line D C. 

Prolong D C, as shown by E F, and lay off on the 
latter a stretchout of the profile J J, the spaces of 
which must be taken from point to point as they oc- 
cur, so as to have points in the stretchout correspond- 
ing to the points on the miter lines A C, previously de- 
rived from L K. 

Through the points thus obtained draw the usual 
measuring lines, as shown. Place the T-square at 
right angles to the measuring lines, or what is the 
same, parallel to D C, and bringing it against the 
points in C A and C B, cut the corresponding meas- 
uring lines drawn through the stretchout. Lines 
traced through these points, as shown by S F T, will 
constitute the pattern. 
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MAKING TEE JOINTS IN ROUND PIPES.

right angles to each other, there exists a condition 
wherein only one development of a pattern will an- 
swer for the two pieces of the Tee. 
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In Fig. No. 2 is shown the usual way of developing 
the pattern for a Tee, the net pattern for piece A being 
drawn in full, the allowances for lap or seam not be- 
ing shown. 

In examining Fig. No. 1 (a reduced size) it will be 
seen that the miter cuts on the shaded parts E and F 
are the same, and therefore the pattern for E will also 
be the pattern for F. What is cut away from E must 
also be cut away from F, the usual confusing thing, 
being that for E the cut is on the end of the stretchout 
and for F it is in the center of the stretchout. 

The part of the pattern for piece A” shown by p-r-g- 
f-e will then be half of the pattern for A, and the shad- 
ed part D will be half of what is generally termed the 
opening in the straight part of the Tee. 

In the pattern for piece B, lay off the required 
stretchout or sheet, h-k-l-m in which h-k and m-l rep- 
resent the circumference of the pipe, and through the 
center of the sheet draw lines at right angles to the 
edges of the sheet, shown by the dotted straight lines. 
Place the piece D on the sheet as shown by D’. Mark 
around D and then either reverse or turn over (reversed 
here), the piece D to position D” and mark around the’ 
piece D. Then will D’-D” or e’-f’-g’-f” be the net 
opening in the sheet for piece B of the Tee. The pat- 
tern can also be transferred by using that part of Fig. 
No. 2 shown by p-r-g-f-e and then reversing or turn- 
ing this part. 

In making Tees of this kind it is a general practice 
to draw only that part of Fig. No. 2 shown by the 
quarter A and B of the end elevation, omitting the 
profile, as the spacing on B will be the same as the 
spacing on the profile. From these quarters is then 
developed that portion of the pattern for A shown by 
a-b-c-d, which is cut out of light sheet metal on the net 
lines and this part pattern is then turned or reversed, 
as required, on the stretchouts for the two pieces A 
and B of the Tee. This method permits making tees 
of large diameter upon limited drawing surfaces. 

Allow all necessary material for laps and seams to 
the foregoing.

FOLLOW THE MASTERS—THEY WILL HELP 
YOU TO FIND YOURSELF. 








No more interesting human relation exists than that 
of teacher and pupil, master and disciple. All our 
lives we are following somebody, sitting at some one’s 
feet, accepting the most vital decisions without ques- 
tion from one in whom for some reason we believe. 

We begin as school children. Those who have taught 
school can say that there is hardly a more pathetic 
moment than that where one stands for the first time 
before a group of little faces looking up to him as from 
distant depths for wisdom and guidance which he 
knows only too well he sadly lacks. From that teacher 
there will come some spiritual essence that is going to 
remain with those pupils their life iong. 

When we grow up we are still at one school or an- 
other. Our capacity is limited; all we can do is to at- 
tend to our business; we have no time for ourselves ; 
hence in politics we follow Smith, and in art Brown, 
and in literature Jones, and in religion Robinson. As 
for ourselves, we have to make a living. 

A great deal that is written, therefore, about our 
duty to do our own thinking, is impractical. We 
simply cannot. It will be much more sensible to advise 
the average person to select intelligently his own mas- 
ters. For masters he must have. Deserting Taft, he 
takes up Bryan, and forsaking both of these, he fol- 
lows some Socialist, Prohibitionist, or mugwump. 
Leaving the person, we fly to Bernard Shaw or some 
one else. 

MYSTERY OF THE MASTER. 

How much do we get from a master What do we 
owe him? When should we obey and when disobey 
him? These are important questions. 

Beginning with the schoolroom we should recognize 
a serious fact: that the sum total of what one gets 
from a teacher is inspiration. The real teacher is not 
lie who imparts to us the most information, but he who 
makes us want to learn. Any one can get facts out of 
a book and bring them to the boys and girls, but it 
takes a genius to stir up in their minds an appetite for 
knowledge. Even so the best priest or preacher is not 
the one who gives us the most information, but the one 
who makes us want to be good. 

The object of every moral or intellectual leader is to 
develop the innate powers of his follower. For this rea- 
son the analogy of any purely spiritual movement to 
an army is misleading. This object of the military gen- 
eral is merely to whip the enemy, to get that one thing 
done. Hence in the army personality is suppressed. 
The individual sacrifices himself to the end in view. In 
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a schoolroom, church, or any literary, scientific or in- 
tellectual cause, however, the opposite is true; the end 
here is to improve the individual, to bring out his per- 
sonality and its powers. 


BLIND IMITATION ONLY PARALYZING. 


If the apprentice blindly imitates the master, the 
master is paralyzing him, not leading him. To be sure, 
the scholar is to be teachable, he is to copy and to hum- 
bly submit his own judgment to the master’s and yet 
if he never does anything but this, he will be a failure. 
There must be something else, some divine spark from 
the personality of the wiser and older man to fall upon 
the younger soul and kindle it into its own blaze. 
Leonardo da Vinci and Lorenzo di Credi worked in 
that wonderful shop of Verrochio, he of “the true eye ;” 
but the apprentices surpassed their master. 

The most essential characteristic of a master is his 
power to inspire love. He is to hand his disciple not a 
book but a flame. It is this capacity in the highest de- 
gree we find in such great souls as Jesus, Buddha and 
Socrates. It was not what they said nor the knowledge 
they had, it was their tremendous spiritual and mental 
magnetism. 

In every department of human interest you will find 
that certain superior spirits have gained masterships. 
Pitiless time has tried them, years have sought to bury 
them in forgetfulness, but they still flourish, ever green 
in their right to dominate. 

It will pay every one, and especially every young 
person, to seek out these leaders and get as near to 
them as possible. Not that you can “learn” more from 
them but that it is they who have in the highest degree 
the faculty of bringing out what is greatest in you. 


TIME THE BEST CRITIC, 


Emerson said it was a good rule to read no book that 
was not twenty years old. Time is the most reliable 
judge and critic. Just now our life is flooded with 
short lived literature. Newspapers, magazines and 
novels are issued in enormous quantities. These have 
their uses. But whatever their value may be they are 
of no value to you unless you have laid a foundation 
of master works. It makes no difference to anybody 
with sense whether you have read the last book of 
Robert Chambers or Edith Wharton, but it is a dis- 
grace not to be familiar with Hawthorne, Washington 
Irving and Poe. Let the latest thing of the gifted Mr. 
Oppenheim go until you have become familiar with 
Scott and Dickens. And have you saturated your mind 
with Goethe and Schiller? Have you dug into Dante 
until you have found the sweet kernel in the hard nut? 

Because a book is hard to read is no reason you 
should not read it. Keep at it until you like it. The 
most valuable lesson you can learn is that you can 
change your tastes. 

In music the devil is likely to lead you up to a high 
mountain and show you all the rag-time and waltz 
song and comic opera kingdoms of the world if you 
will fall down and worship him. Possibly this sort of 


music has its place—I say possibly. But if you really 
wish your music to be a lifelong inspiration and rest 
and joy to you you must turn elsewhere. All this stuff 
is like “the lust of the flesh and the pride of the eye.” — 
it passes. 
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BEAUTY GROWS WITH LISTENING. 

Pound away at that Beethoven sonata. If you do 
not like it at first keep at it and you will. That is the 
beauty of it. The oftener you hear it the more beauti- 
ful it becomes. The masters grow upon you; they 
stay with you all your life. Do not give up your prac- 
tice of Schubert and Mendelssohn. No matter if your 
friends do not enjoy it. You owe it to yourself to hold 
on to the best. And also it might be a good thing to 
hunt up some friends that do enjoy it. 
Wagner opera you can. Continue to go and study, 
and go again until you find yourself “sitting in heav- 
enly places” among the favored and enlightened. Don’t 
let any one frighten you nor intimidate you. Go on to 
the kingdom. 

So with painting. So with science. So with re- 
the fakirs and mountebanks. Follow the masters. Be- 
cause they alone give the soul freedom. The others 
find you; the masters help you to find yourself.

HARDWARE. 

While there seems to be a general inactivity in the 
steel. and metal market which usually affects all lines 
of business more or less, the underlying tone of the 
hardware market seems to be one of confidence. So 
far this year the volume of business appears to be 
about what it was last year. It is just now a little 
between seasons, but’the satisfactory condition of the 
building trades has had much to do with making the 
healthy hardware market. Jobbers report consider- 
able business booked for later shipments and we look 
for the hardware business to be very good as soon 
as active farming operations begin. There has been 
no change of any note in hardware prices since our 
last report. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.80 at the mill 
for carloads and $1.95 at the mill for less than car- 
loads. The base: price of cut. nails at the mill for job- 
bers is $1.95 per keg. The base price is $2.00 for full 
carloads at the mill and $2.10 for less than carloads at 
the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.98; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.03, $2.10 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.98; retailers’ car lots, $2.05; with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.98, and to retailers in car lots, $2.05. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 2 cents a pound, 
net. 





TIN PLATE. 

The, demand for tin plate is just about the same as 
it was last week, though it is evident that the manu- 
facturers are expecting the market to liven up at a 
number of the mills, some of which have been idle 
since October have been started within the past week. 
There has been remarkably good export trade in tin 
plate which has of course made selling easier in this 
country. The present price for tin plate to retailers, 
f. o. b. Chicago, is $8.90 for 100-pound, 20x28. 





SHEETS. 

While there has been no reduction in mill activi- 
ties, there is no activity as far as the finished sheet 
metal business is concerned, and there are no indi- 
cations that the mills will be overburdened for some 
time to come. 

The Chicago price to retailers is $3.75 out of store 
per 100 pounds No. 28 gauge, galvanized. 





COPPER. 

There was rather an easy tone to the copper situa- 
tion at the close of the week, with freer offerings in 
Europe by American producers at concessions. Con- 
sumers in this country are well supplied for current 
requirements, and in view of the large supplies they 
are not disposed to contract for future requirements 
at present prices. During the week standard in the 
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Report. 


New York market was about unchanged, and prices 
for both spot and futures in the London market 
showed but little fluctuation. Best selected was slight- 
ly easier. Wire drawers and brass manufacturers 
have not taken much business recently, and as they 
are apparently pretty well supplied for their current 
wants, they are showing no anxiety as to their future 
wants. The principal feature of the producers’ state- 
ment, which was issued last week, was the enormous 
production which was record breaking, the next larg- 
est production having been in August, last year. On 
the other hand, the deliveries into domestic consump- 
tion and the exports during March were heavy, and 
the surplus was consequently smaller than had been 
anticipated. 


TIN. 


There was very much of an erratic tone to the tin 
market at the opening of the week, the large arrivals 
having considerable to do with situation here and 
resulting in declining prices, while they advanced 
abroad. The London market opened firm and closed 
steady, with spot showing an advance of 5s while 
futures were up 10s compared with the final figures 
of last Friday. Sales were 140 tons spot and 320 tons 
futures, which is considerably less than the sales re- 
ported last week. 

There was a very much excited and higher tin 
market at the close, which resulted as usual in con- 
sumers showing a disposition to hold off and await 
developments. 

There can be no longer any doubt that the Amer- 
ican consumption of tin in breaking all records. Over 
5,000 tons will probably be imported this month, and 
there is every indication that the statistics will show 
the deliveries into consumption perhaps the largest of 
any month on record. The previous high record for 
a month’s delivery has been 4,200 tons. 

There seem to be no new developments to explain 
the decline that has taken place in London. The Syn- 
dicate is evidently not ready to do anything yet, and 
the market is being allowed to knock about for the 
present. It must not be forgotten, however, that the 
warrants representing nearly all the stock of tin in 
London are held by the Syndicate. Its grip on the 
situation is as strong as at any time, and it is in 
its power to do what it pleases with the market. It 
is rather curious that advantage is not taken of the 
splendid American demand for tin existing at pres- 
ent, and the explanation is undoubtedly to be found 
in the present price being for the time considered too 
high as a safe basis on which to advance for a per- 
manent rise. 


LEAD. 

Very little can be learned about the lead situation 
and as the price cannot be considered a guide to the 
true state of affairs it is more or less guess work to 
attempt to forecast the future of the market ; however, 
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it seems that the consumption of this metal has been 
falling off recently and the general condition of the 
market is hardly what could be called healthy. 


SPELTER. 

There has been no change in the spelter market, the 
price remaining at $5.30 to $5.35. The price last month 
it will be remembered hovered around $5.50, but the 
slack demand caused the drop which the smelters were 
not able to overcome. The market still continues to 
be weak and from present indications will remain so 
until there is a change in other metal markets that 
carry spelter up with them. 


ALUMINUM. 


Aluminum continues as for some time past com- 
paratively inactive with demand in this country ap- 
parently below that of a year ago. Prices per pound, 
in ton lots, are as follows: No. 1 pure ingot, 2Ic to 
23c; rods and wire, base price 3Ic, and sheets, 33c 
base price. 


ANTIMONY. 

The antimony market is dull, prices fluctuating very 
little, but wholesale prices are more or less normal. 
Prices are $9.00 to $9.50 for Cookson’s; $8.75 to 
$9.25 for Hallett’s and $8.25 to $8.75 for ordinary 
brands. The London market is quoted at £34 for 
Hallett’s and £33 1os for ordinary brands. 


COKE. 

In the coke market there was only a moderate num- 
ber of contracts placed last week and the movement is 
not quite up to the standard. Prices, however, hold 
to about a steady basis. 

For standard Connellsville 72-hour foundry coke 
$2.00 to $2.25 is quoted for shipments over first half 
of this year. Standard 48-hour Connellsville coke is 
quoted at $1.65 to $1.75 for shipment over the next 
six months. 


IRON BARS. 
There is a moderate demand for iron bars and the 
market holds steady. 
Quotations are as follows: $1.30 to $1.35 for re- 
fined bars and $1.25 to $1.30 for ordinary.

PIG IRON. 

The market is passing through a crucial period in 
its history, a year of comparative quiet being followed 
by a period of dullness where the market has been 
prepared to expect a resumption of normal activity. 
Less business has been negotiated last week than for 
any week so far this year. 

During the week there was an evident weakening 
in the price of southern iron for delivery the last half 
of the year. Some producers are quoting $11 for 
second half or third quarter shipments, while another 
furnace interest is willing to accept $11 over the whole 
last half for standard No. 2 Birmingham iron. So far 
the lower price has not been the means of attracting 
additional business, and little interest is being shown 
in the market beyond the second quarter. No. 2 foun- 
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dry and malleable is still being quoted by the northern 
interests at $15, Chicago furnace.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, O., say in their weekly 
report: 

Business since the Ist of April has been unusually quiet. 
There have been some good inquiries, but resulting business

Some buyers are making fair purchases without going 
through the form of putting out a general inquiry. They 
realize existing prices are favorable and, knowing the irons, 
are buying accordingly. This has injected an element of se- 
crecy which has made the market appear deceptive in the 
amount’ of business done. 

Coke is quiet with good contracting in the East, but lo- 
cally of slight interest. Production is without material 
change, and shipments on contracts are moving steadily 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

Pig iron prices are holding their own. A great effort 
has been made to batter them down. Producers have been 
regularly bombarded with all kinds of low offers. But the 
market surely is on bottom and it is a very remarkable 
thing to note that for more than nine months now there 
has been no quotable change in prices. The market has 
gone neither up nor down but has steadily remained at 
the same level. This is an unheard of state of affairs. As 
a rule pig iron is really to be considered as a speculative 
commodity which has had fluctuations in price of as much 
as 100% in twelve months. It has gone from its Pauper 
stage to being a Prince in less than a year and usually it 
is so much on the move one way or the other that it takes 
an agile mind to keep up with it. But now since last 
July $11.00 for No. 2 at Birmingham has been the ruling 
price, with $14.00 for No. 2 Ohio irons. 

The business of the week has been scattering. One 
very large purchase of pipe iron has been made, 20,000 
tons for forward shipment. But this order is a brilliant 
exception as most of the buying has been in lots of from 
100 to 200 tons, with carload orders welcome. Foundries 
generally are busy and shipments are heavy. The feeling 
in the trade is hopeful though undoubtedly the political 
uncertainty is not doing business any particular good
